U. Lebel 
asked me to ¢ 11 at his office. I did so and he 
then brought up the matter of the cows, stating that 
Mr. Gauvreau hed requested him to write Ottawe and 
eek for an investigation in the matter of the pur- 
chase. lir. Lebel thought that it might be advis- 
able to see Mr. Gauvreau and Mr. Allen regording 
this but, after considering the matter, I came to 
the conclusion that it would be very poor policy to 
go about expleining my action in o matter in which 
I considered I was right and in accomiance with 
dnotructions from my superior officer. In discus- 
Ging thie with l'r. Lebel, I expleined the situation 
end he was epparently satisfied There was 
absolutely nothing for which I considered I should 
place myself on the defensive and I felt that I had 
no occasion to adopt that attitude."

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Department's 
letter No, 118-1-14 of the 19th instant in connecti6n with 
the 6 horses and 2 sets of harness asked for by the Prin- 
cipal of Blue Quills Indian Residential School in the Saddle 
Lake Agency. In reply would state that to carry out the 
programme of the school re farming operations, the Principal 
actually requires the six horses and two sets of harness. I 
find that horses up in that country are worth about $90.00 
each. They can be purchased from fermers in the vicinity 
as no doubt most good farmers would be ¢ to sell a team 
of horses as cash is very scarce around St. Paul at the 
present time. I think it would be safe, if the horses were 
authorized, to let Mr. Gullion buy them, as I noticed the 
last time I was arounl with him that he was a fairly good 
judge of live stock. I would not have the time to go up 
there just now, The roads are impassible and I am very 
busy.

In this connection I presume that you are referring 
to the tuberculin testing of the herd and, if so, it will be 
necessary for you to first place the herd under one of this 
Department's policies for the eradication of bovine tuber- 
culosis. The only policy which would be open to you is the 
supervised herd plan and, if you desire to take advantage of 
this plan, it will be necessary for you to have the party 
responsible for the herd fill in and sign the enclosed agreement 
forms and return one of them to this office. The duplicate 
copy should be retained by the party signing the agreement. 


I would point out that no compensation is paid for 
any cattle which react to a test conducted under the supervised 
herd plan, but the Institution will receive whatever proceeds 
there may be from any carcases which are passed as fit for 
humen consumption. No charge is made for the services of our 
inspectors, but everything possible is done to eradicate 
tuberculosis from the herd and to maintain it free from this 


disease.

I have the permission of my Bishop to address you direct in 
reference to his communicatéon with you as to our Boerding Sehbol work 
at the South Camp on this Blackfoot Reserve. The correspondence by 
my letter to His Lordship on the 2nd January last. 

From your lest letter to the Bishop it eppeers that the Departmen t 
has already pledged itself to a Boerding Schbol for the Roman Catholics 
on this Reserve. I cannot find however that any such promise wes made 
or implied to them prior te 1807. Possibly it is of e more recent date. 

Upon looking carefully into the correspondence I find that Archd’ n 
Tims made every effort to prevent any conflict between ourselves end 
the Romen Church, and even suggested thet the South Home should be put 
up nearer to the Agency, or at the Ferry. The Indiens themselves chose 
the present site end as it wes in another village than thet in which 
the Romans had there Day school, we egreed to put it there . Every 
effort has been made to prevent eny interference with the attendance 
et thet school. 

I desire to emphasize the statements contegined in my letter to the 
Bishop, which he forwarded to you, ané@ which I think should be of some 


weicht with the Department in determining their action in this matter. 
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As T understand that the proposed new Sehool is not to be erected in 
White Fagle’s camp but in Running Rabbit’s on the site of the present 
Crowfoot day school, f cannot object to the location - though I still £ 
feel very stongly that the Romans have ,for the reasons mentioned in 

my letter of the 2nd January last above referred to, forfeited any 
claim to public money in support of their project. 

I have now to call the attention of the Depertment and to esk for 
its assistance in reference to the proposed erection of a Roman Catholic 
Mission house on a piece of land adjoining my Mission at the North camp. 
Poom two cirovlars issued by the Department I gether that it expects 
to be informed by any Denomination desirous of opening up their work 
on these Reserves, and that permission to erect buildings be applied 
for. I do not know if this hes been done in this cease, but I am wish 
to protest against this present proposal, and to ask the Department to 
take such such, as ere in its power to prevent this needless friction . 

I sinoerely regret heving to report this matter, but the present 
R.O.priest seems more enxéous to create disturbance then to work for 
the general uplifting of these poor people. We have the newleus of an 
earnest christian congregetion here, consistigg of about 30 adults & 
several children of over ten years of age. We have also 19 Communicents 
and others are being prepared. We have e Church congregation of about 
sixty at this North camp Mission, and about forty at the South camp.So 
far I do not know thet the Romans heve any. I am told that even the 


exepupils of the High River School attend the heathen dances and hold 
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CALGARY INDIAN MISSIONS.

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to the old life. It is not unnaturel therefore thet we should be 

anxious that the peace and harmony which at present prevails should 
Laer be disturbed, 1 am thankful to be able ‘o report that all our 

christians are endeevouring to cerry out the wishes of the Depertment 

in the direction of self support, and in addition to comfortable homes 

have taken cattle and have farmed good sized fields, besides working 

out in order to cern money.

The attention of the Department has been drawn to 
the work being performed by one of the teachers in the clase 
room at the Crowfoot Boarding School. This teacher is 
Frenoh speaking, with & limited knowledge of English and 
cannot teach English to the best advantage. 


Regarding this matter I beg to draw your attention 
to the agreement relating to the maintenance and management 
of Indian boarding schools whereby it is stipulated that no 
teacher or instructor is to be employed unless able to con- 
verse with the pupile under his or her charge in English and 


able to speak and write the English language fluently and 
correctly. The Department desires that tho teachers employed 
be oapable of teaching and speaking the English language. 


This matter is being drawn to your attention and you 
should see that teachers capable of instructing the pupils in 
the English language are employed.

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your memo- 
randum of the 15th instant, inclosing a communication ad- 
dressed to you by Reverend Father Riou, Principal of the 
Crowfoot boarding school, located on the Blackfoot re- 
serves I shall reply to the different matters in the 
order in which they are presented by the Reverend Father:- 


it The Department has never granted authority for 
the erection of a school on an Indian reserve for the ed- 
ucation of white children, which is apparently what is 
asked for in this instanee. The Thunderchild boarding 
school, to which Father Riou refers, situated at Delmas, 
Sask., is not the property of the Government, nor is it 
on a reserve. The tuilding and lands in connection 
therewith belong to the Sisters of the Assumption. 
| 2: The Department is contemplating the erection of 
| a hospital on the Blackfoot reserve, to be built from the 
| band funds. The Indians have already voted a certain 
amount, but a suggestion having been made that this hos- 
pital should be for the accommodation of the Indians of 
\ the surrounding reserves as well, the Department would 
|) like to erect a larger building, and the matter is, there 
| fore, at present in abeyanes, pending more mature con- 
sideration. As to the management, the proposal has been 
| that it should be undenominational and under the direct 
control of the Department, represented by the local 
Agent. This would seem to be necessary, if Indians of 
all denominations are to take advantage of the facilities 
to be afforded. 


3: Some years ago a recommendation was made by the 
late Inspector, Mr. Markle, that additional lands should 
be seoured for the use of the Crowfoot school, but no ac- 
tion was tekem to carry this recommendation into effect. 

I would propose to take the matter up now with Commission . 
er Graham, and, if the School Vote, from which funds 
would have to be taken, if found necessary to purchase, 
will bear the expenditure, the Principal's request might 
be favourably considered.

A protest was 
made by the former Principal of the Methodist school, and 
the boy's admission to the Ermineskin school was not ap- 
proved, as it is contrary to the regulations of the De- 
partment to admit Protestant children to a Roman Catholic 
school or vice versa. Early this year he was taken to 
the St. Joseph's school by the Prineipal_of the Ermine- 
skin school, without authority, and our Indian Agent at 
Hobbema now writes, stating that John Okeymow, who is the 
legal guariian, says that he did not give consent to his 
being placed in the Roman Catholic school. 


In view of these facts, the Department eould 
not consent to the admission of this boy to a Roman Cath- 


olic institution. 


Regarding the installation of baths and san- 
itary arrangensents at the Roman Catholic school on the 
Blood reserve, concerning which His Lordship Bishop 
MeNally spoke to the Minister, this is a very old build- 
ing, almost beyond all usefulness for the purpose of & 
boarding school. Just at the present time, we are con- 
cluding the purchase of a lot near Claresholm, on which 
it is proposed to erect @ school, to be used jointly for 
the Catholic eiZadren of ithe Blood and Peigan reserves. 
It is probable that, if funds are available, we will go 
ahead with this work next year, and, in view of this, it 
is not considered advisable to spend very much on the o14 
school building, either by way of repairs or equipment.

I wieh to point out that I found the same 
condition here ae I have found on vieiting several other 
echoole and have pointed out repeatedly, that although 
the work inside of the school ie all that can be aeked 
for, the boye are not getting the proper training in the 
outeide activities. The ground allotted to thie school 
ig about 200 acree and ae 125% ie pasture there are only 
about 75 acres or eo left for farming and, ae a man ic 
employed by the school ae farmer, he doee all the farm 
work himeelf, the boye very seldom being called upon to 
do any of thie work and outeide of some gardening they 
are not taught any farming whatever. There are also 
very few head of etock kept by the school, they have 
seven work horgee, nine cows, six of which were milking 
and four calves, a few hoge and a few chickens. By this 
you will eee that the boye on leaving echool have had 
practically no experience along farming linee or etock 
raising and are placed upon a reserve where they are 
supposed to make their living from thie source, without 
any experience.

After having read my report on the Crowfoot R. C. 
School at Cluny; also my letter in connection with the care 
of the children, I trust the following will be given con- 
sideration: 


When the new school year commences on September lst 
I would recommend that another sister be added to the staff, 
and that a grant be given to the school sufficient to take 
care of her salary and board. The Principal pays the sisters 
at the rate of $15.00 per month, and therefore I would say 
that if the school received an additional grant of $25.00 or 
$30.00 a month, this would take care of both salary and board. 
If the Department have not funds available, I know the Black— 
foot Band would take care of this extra expenditure, as I be- 
lieve they appreciate what is being done for the T.B. children. 
If they had the proper room to take care of these children it 
would make it much easier on the staff. The boys are at one 
end of the buildi and the girls at the other and someone 
has to be there all the time watching them. The Sister 
Superior was taking this matter up with her Mother House.

Also, it has not 
been possible to carry out the training in house- 
hold science for the girls and manual training 
for the boys, as extensively as heretofore. The 
Staff have done their level best in meeting the 
situation. 

At the time of my visit there were 80 
children on the register.

The girls who are able to work help with 
the housework, cooking, making bread, &c., and re~ 
ceive the usual training given in these institu- 
tions, but on account of several of the girls be- 
ing unable to work on account of the tuberculosis, 
a great deal of extra work has been thrown on the 
Sisters. 

The boys milk the cows, look after the 
garden, help on the farm and in a general way help 
with all the outside work. 

The school buildingws as well kept 46 
possible. Furniture and furnishingsare all in 
good order. The building ie beginning to need a 
great deal of repair work and this will be dealt 
with in a separate letter. 

The machinery is in a fair state of repaire 
I wish to point out that the laundry is very old 
and out of date, and they have neither a mangle nor 
a dryer. With a good engineer there they keep the

When I arrived there I found the 
resolution had already been signed by the Chiefs 
and Headmen of the Band, in the presence of the 
Agent. The resolution is attached hereto. 
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You will note that the Indians have passed 
the resolution with the understanding that they be 
paid the usual government interest, and that in due 
course the $50,000.00 be returned by the Government 
to their interest funds.

At the occasion of your visit to the Crowfoot 
School on the 19th of August 1927,1 had suggested some im- 
provements in the way of an addition to the Girls' Play-room 
to be used as a sewingroom for them, and you had readily 
consented to have it done.The approximate cost for same was 
put in the Estimates,but I regret to say that this work has 
not yet been done. 

To day,moreover,I would ask that a similar addition 
be done to the Boys' Playroom, as the present playroom is 
altogkether too smmall. 


I also beg to request that better alcoves be provid- 
ed for the Sisters who supervise the Dormitories,in order to 
give them a little more privacy and healthier accommodation, 


Another subject on which I feel bound to call your 
attention, is the necessity of Fire-escapes for the Dormitories 


on the North side of the building.I know the wishes and the 
strict instructions of the Department in that respect, 
especially since the desastrous accidents in fifferent schools 
during the recent years. I have spoken to the Indian Agent 

on this matter in order to find some way of exit in case of 

a fire.We have come to the conclusion that a double verandah 
at each end of the building, the same as the one built on the 
South side, would supply the desired exit, and that with less 
expense and without interfering with the aspects of the 
building.This suggestion could be gone into more thoroughly 
by having Mr.Gardner Smith or some competent INspector to 
come and plan what could be done in that respect, as well as 
for the other improvements mentionned in this letter. 


Hoping that you will give these urgent matters 
your serious consideration, and that you will deign to favor

request of the church authorities to have the Department 
note for the Estimates the advisability of arranging

I beg to point out that thie school has 
an attendance of about 70 pupils, divided, perhaps, 
equally between boys and girls. The school is quite 
large enough (indeed, there is accommodation for more 
than are now in attendance) for the number of children 
in attendance, and I cannot see the necessity of 
Spending money for glassed~in verandahe at each end 
of the school. In my opinion they are not necessary. 


On the Blackfoot Reserve we have two 
boarding schools and the children at these schools 
receive all the advantages that we give children at 
other schools; in fact, more. In addition to thie 
they have the advantage of a hospital which has been 
carried on at a great expense to the band, and it 
seems to me thet if it is necessary for children to 
sleep outside, the hospital is the place for them, 
not the school. ‘ 


With regard to the fire escapes, the 
Principal was asked for his opinion on the matter and 
he advised some sort of a ladder business which would 
throw out the windows when a fire occurred, and from 
information I have, even adults would hesitate to go 
down these ladders. They are not braced. I would, 
however, recommend that at each end of the building 
a door be put in and an iron bracket with s pole fire

The outside work was also in good shape 
They have 26 head of cattle, 10 of which are COWS. 
were milking 7 cows at the time of my visit, and getting 
thirteen gallons of milk per day. 

The farm consists of about 350 acres, 
part of which is pasture. ‘They seeded about 110 acres 
to crip this spring. Their farming operations are not 
very extensive, and I think this is a drawback at this 
institution. The boys do not get the amount of practical 
farming and stock raising experience that they should. 
However, to enable them to bring this about, more land 
would have to be set aside for this institution, and this 
can only be done by getting some of the indians to move 
off their places around the school so that the land may 
be turned over to the school. I believe this will be 
brought about in time.

Referring to your report for the month of February, 
last, on the Crowfoot Indian Residential School, in which you 
suggest that one hose, which is leaking badly, be replaced and 
that burgler alarms be installed on the second floor fire exits, 
I have to say, regarding the hose, that you may arrange for the 
purchase of the quantity of hose required to replace the present 
leaky hose. While a serviceable quality of hose of the dimensiom 
required should be obtained, the cost should be kept as low as 
possible. The pur 2 a1 e made from a firm on the list 
to receive consid i C ce with departmental in- 
structions. After the purchase hae been made, you should 
forward an account, in duplicate, properly certified, covering 


the cost. 


Regerding burglar alarme for the doors leading to 
the fire exits, I would draw your attention to official letter 
dated March 2nd, last, regarding a similar system for the 01d 
Sun Residential School. As it would appear necessary to have 
the exits leading to the fire escapes locked from the outside 
only, it is thought that a suitable door lock could be in- 
stalled. For example, a lock of the Yele type, where the 
outside door lock refuses to turn the lock and the inside 
one opens freely. It should not be necessary to have the 
doors locked on the inside, as the school authorities should 
be able to arrange that the pupils would not leave the school 
surreptitiously by the fire escapes. You micht report 
regarding the installation of locks of the type sugrested, 
statine the number required and the approximate coast of same.

I find nothing unreasonable in your request 
that one of the nurses at the Blackfoot Hospital should 
be of your religious faith. I must point out, however, 
that there ie no religious test for appointment in the 
Civil Service of Canada, and that the Departwent and 
the Civil Service Cowaineion are unable to specify in 
advance the religious faith to which persons to be 
appointed should belong. There is record of the 
religious faith of some, though not all, of the depart- 
mental nurses, ani when a vacancy occure at the Black- 
foot Hospital, the lepartment will endeavour to give 
consideration to your request. 


while on thie eubject, I wish to point out 
that the nursing staff of the Blood Indian Hospital at 
Cardston is entirely religious. If you are fmiiliar 
with the history of your Diocese, you will know that 
great objection was taken to this circunetance when 
the new epital wes tuilt a few years ago at thet 
place. The Department found this controversy very 
embarressing, and I may be allowed to hope that no one 
will insist on raising the issue again, either at the 
Blackfoot or Blood Agencies. I this phase of 
the matter will bear consideration on your part, when 
you are dealing with the situation at the Blackfoot.

His Lordship the Bishop of Calgary has requested 
permission to erect a building for temporary dormitory 
accommodation for a number of the girle, pupils of the 
Crowfoot Indian Residential School. His Lordship is being 
informed that it is not the general policy of the Depart- 
ment to grant permission to erect buildings in connection 
with schools which are government property. However, I 
should like to have a report from you, setting out your 
views concerning the necessity for the providing of the 
extra dormitory accommodation. 


The last return received shows that there was 
an enrolment of 43 girls. Mr. Sutherland, who vidi ted 
this school at the end of September, last, states that 
while the room appeared crowded - the beds being very 
close together - there are ample facilities for ventil- 
ation, as the dormitory has a very high ceiling, «nd, 
with the windows open at night, the air could be kept 


quite fresh. 


Would you approve of the church authorities 
being granted permission for the erection of a temporary 
building for dormitory accommodation - they to provide 
the entire cost? You might discuss this matter with 
Mr. Agent Gooderham and furnish a report.

Mr. Christianson, Mr. Gooderham and myself 
visited the Crowfoot School yesterday. You are no doubt 
aware that every classroom is overcrowded, and that the 
present fire escapes are totally inadequate.

I feel that it is really necessary to provide 
an addition that would accomodate approximately 40 child- 
rene This should be built on the South side of the build~ 
ing. In erecting this it will be necessary to install a 
new heating plant as the present one is very old. Some 
new laundry machinery would also be necessary. 


The Principal has rough plans ready. These in- 
clude placing the addition in two sections on the South 
side, with a heating plant between them. On our return 
to Calgary Mr. Christianson and I called on Doctor G. De 
Stanley, M. P., and he is very anxious to have the work 
go ahead this year. I explained to him that we had not 
the funds aveilable, but he stated that he intended to 
wire the Prime Minister requesting that funds be provided 
in the Supplementary Estimates to erect at least a part 
of the proposed addition. If such funds were made avail- 
able it would be possible to erect part of it this year on 
the lines suggested by the Principal. 


Mr. Christianson suggests that Mr. Gardner-Smith 
be engaged to go to the School and prepare a detailed plan 
of the best way of proceeding. Mr. Gardner-Smith would al- 
so give us complete information in connection with the new 
heating system that would be necessary. 


For your personal information I may say that I 
called on His Lordship, Bishop Monahan on Thursday evening 
and discussed all matters in connection with the school.

I in=- 
formed him, of course, that you had told me that if 
funds were not secured this summer, you would see 
that the necessary amount was provided in next year's 
Estimates. 


Inspector Christianson is aware of the 
contents of this letter, and will be only too pleased 
to carry out any instructions that you care to give 
him in connection with it. 


I am having a very pleasant trip and ex- 
pect to leave here on Monday for the Blood and Pei- 
gan Reserves.

In the first place,he would eliminete 411 high- 
prived mechenioal labour by using 4 handy man whose wages 
are $40.00 per month. He then went to the Crown Lumber Co. 
with a bill of material and ascertained the cost of lumber 
required. Attached hereto is 4 list of the work already done 
or to be done and the Lumber Company's quotation on material. 
You will note that the Crown Lumoer Co submits anet price 
of $466.00 which leaves $174.00 to pay for everything else.

The writer visited both residential schools in 
connection with repairs and improvements. The children, of 
course, were still on holidays and did not return until the 
sixth of July. The improvement and repair work to the 
Crowfoot school was being carried out with local labor and the 
acting Principal is to be commended on the class of work and 
the amount that he was able to do with very limited expenditure. 
This school was in good shape to properly care for all the 
pupils this year. The crop at this school was excellent and is 
now being threshed. At the 61d Sun School the staff was con- 
centrating on the harvesting which came off irrigated lands. 


This land has produced abundance of feed and a good garden as 
well as some threshed grain. Both schools had done well 


with their exhibits at the Calgary Fair and prize money was here 
for the pupils on their return this fall. This coming year 
more stress will be given to handicraft work and the general 


work will undoubtedly be more pleasing to the Indian pupils.
